The "Eastern Publichin, Company", registered at the UeSeAe; 
Consulate Gencral, was established in March, 1956, by wax Grae- 
nich, JeSeAe citizen, at Room oo¢, 9°74: Bubbling Well Road. 

On lo th March, Ite, the comyany published the first issue of 

a reactionary and violentl: anti-Japanese periocical writven in 
the on-lish language with the addition of a Chinese section and 
known as "The Voice of Uhina". This journnl appears twice month- 
1, ani is ;rinted by the Mercury Press, 17 Avenue Edward VII, 

a company which is also registered at the U.S.A. Consulate Gene- 
ral. 

Max Granich, editor and publisher of the above mentioned 
periodical, was born on 19th ifarch, 1896, in New York City. He 
is a graduate of a high-school in California and is reported to 
have worked as a journalist on the staff of "The Call", a comme 
nist newspaper pudlished in New York. 

On 31 st January 1956, accompanied by his wife Grace Gra- 
nich, age 61, born in Oak Harbour Ohio, U.S.A., Granich arrived 
in Shanghai from San ‘’rincisco aboard the s.s. "President Taft". | 
He stated that he was a journalist by profession and that his §. 
sojourn in China would be for an indefinite period. He is in

In spite of Granich's assurances perusal of “The Voice of 
China“ showed that its policy was anything but neutrale Radical 
to an extreme and violently anti-Japanese it urged the people 
of China to unite and revolt arainst Japanese Imperialism, the 
tone becoming so reactionary that the Chinese Authorities brought | 
the matter to the notice of the Mimicipal Council requesting that | 
the publication of the magagzine be stopped. Information conser= 
ning this request was passed to the U.S.A. Consul-General ship at 
ence cancelled the registration of the “Far Eastern Publishing 
Company"."

In a further attempt to check Granich’'s activities the 
Chinese Authorities placed a ban on the postal transmissz’ on 
of "The Voice of China". Several thousand copies were confis- 
cated by the lool branch or the Post Office and Cranich made a 
verbal complaint to the 1j.S.A. Consulate-Generaie The latter, 
however, took no sept in the matter and Granich subsequently 
made « person 7l nppeal to Mr.Chao Lih Ts (d¢ p + »), Chief of 
the Publicity Department of the Central Tangpu, and after pled- 
uing loyalty to the Central Government und promising that noe 
thing communistic should appear in his journal, was promised tha 
the ben cn transmission would be lifted. 

It is reported that Granich has received considerable 
a:sistance and advice from prominent members of the National 
Salvation Association in the production of his journale In 
this respect Sung Chun-Shih (ae My Ke, ), Li Kung Poh Bu ff, 
and Miss Sz Liang (2% a ) are mentioned. Much space is fre-
